CARRANZA TROOPS | 
ENCIRCLING VILLA. 


El Paso, Texas, March 14.—“I hope 
that we shall take Villa soon—with the 
help of the United States,” said Gen- 
eral Gabriel Gavira tonight, command- 
ing the Carranza forces at Juarez. 
Gavira made this remark in Eaglish 
in his office. General Gutierrez, com- 
mander-in- chief of Chihuahua, was 
present. 
Both officers spent the entire day 
in conference, largely in the company 
of Andreas Garcia, the Mexican con- 
sul in El Paso, who has a wide ac- 
quaintance with Americas affairs. 
Closing om Villa. 
From what information has been 
given out at headquarters the Carranza 
forces are making a determined effort 
to catch Villa before the Americans get 
the opportunity. Gutierrez says he has 
15,000 men closing in upon the bandit, 
who was last reported at Alamo, some 
miles directly south of Geleana. 
Other reinforcements are coming 
from Sonora, according to Gutierrez,

Staff officers and clerks around the 
headquarters office in Juarez still take 
a significant interest in reports about 
the American troops crossing the bor- 
‘der. This is the first subject they 
question the visitor from El Paso about. 

A report received by General 5 
from Corralitos today stated that five 
Mexican ranchers, all members of one 
family, had been murdered there by 
Villa when he reached the town in his 
flight from Columbus. General Gutier- 
rez is expected to proceed tomorrow 
to some point in the interior where he 
will “assume command of one of the 
Carranza detachments operating against 
Villa. 

Ammunition Seized. 

Five thousand rounds of rifle ammu- 
nition and a few old rifles were seized 
by the police today in a house in the 
Mexican quarter. The ammunition was 
discovered during a search for spies. 

A circumstantial story reached here 
today from Mexican sources to the ef- 
fect that Villa had once more changed 
his plans and intended making a stand 
against the American punitive expedi- 
tion at Ojitos pass, the narrow gap in 
the western Chihuahua Sierras, through 
which he made his murderous dash on 
Columbus. 

Ojitos pass is admirably adapted for 
a successful defense if Villa really’ in- 
tends to risk an open engagement with 
the American troops and does not in- 
tend to use guerrilla tactics. 

The frontier country between here 
and Columbus is showing unmistakable 
signs of the nervous strain that has 
been increasing in tension since the 
Columbus raid. The scattered hamlets 
which mark this section, consisting 
generally of half a dosen houses occu- 
pied by railroad foremen and section 
hands have sent requests to the mili- 
tary officials for protection. 

Stories of the activities of Ville 
agents have poured into Fort Bliss and 
many have been received by the civil 
authorities, Several arrests have al- 
ready been made and others are expect- 
ed to follow. One such story is to 
the effect that the Villa sympathizers 
are using dogs to send messages and 
information across the border. The 
man who brought 
American living on the border close 
to this city. He said he had seen one 
dog with a roll of papers tied around 
his neck running across the border, He 
fired several bullets at the animal, but 
failed to hit it.

WOMAN SUFFRAGISTS 
JUBILATED TOO SOON 


Albany, N. Y., March 14.—Jubilating 
on the part of supporters of woman 
suffrage, who thronged the capitol to- 
day, was changed to disappointment to- 
night. Early this afternoon the as- 
sembly by a vote of 109 to 30, passed 
the bill designed to provide for a suf- 
frage referendum at the 1917 election, 
but six heurs later announcement was 
made that the senate judiciary commit- 
tee had indefinitely postponed action 
on the measure. 

The suffrage majority in the assembly, 
was a surprise even to the most opti- 
mistic advocates of the bill and the an- 
nouncement of the vote was the signal 
for an attempted demonstration of ap- 

lause, Which was immediately checked 

y the sergeant-at-arms. Then more 
than 150 women, claiming to represent 
110. of the 151 assembly districts of the 
state, crossed to the corridor outside 
the’ senate judiciary committee room. 
The suffragists expected that action on 
the bill would be taken by the com- 
mittee today. 

For more than six hours the women 
waited outside the committee room. 
None left for luncheon. Some time after 
6 o'clock they were informed that ac- 
tion had been postponed indefinitely. 

Senator Walter, chairman of the 
judiciar committee, later said the bill 
eventually would be acted upon, but 
would set no time for such an event.

Pleases Carranza. 


Washington, March 14.—While offi- 
cial dispatches from Mexico today indi- 
cated that the de facto government was 
making a supreme effort to capture Villa 
and his bandits, there was no sign 
that General Funston’s orders to pro- 
ceed on the same errand has been mod- 
ified in any way. 

Word that American troops had 
crossed the border was still lacking, 


the war department itself not having 


been advised as to when the move- 
ment would begin. 
Truth for the Mexicans, 

At the state department steps were 
taken to prevent distorted versions of 
the American purpose in sending armed 
forces across the border being given 
wide circulation in Mexico. By cable, 
telegraph, radio and mail full state- 
ments of all that has transpired since 
the Columbus raid and of the attitude 
of the United States government went 
forward to consuls and state depart- 
ment agents throughout the southern 
republic. 

The intention is to keep these of- 
ficials fully informed in order that they 
may correct immediately and authori- 
tatively any misstatements or misap- 
prehensiong in their districts. Also 
they will be able to advise Americans 
— a full knowledge of the situa- 

on, 

In effect, the United States has es- 
tablished a publicity bureau in Mexico 
to make clear its peaceful purposes to- 
ward every resident of Mexico with the 
exception of Villa and the bandits who 
raided Columbus. 

The situation along the border was 
explained in detail to the cabinet to- 
day by Secretary Baker. Troop dispo- 
sitions were indicated on military maps 
displayed in the cabinet room. The 
secretary, it is understood, outlined the 
natural difficulties which General 
Pershing's expedition will have to over- 
me the adverse climatic conditions, 
lack of water, great stretches of terri- 
tory to be searched and poor commu- 
nication lines. 

The cabinet also discussed the pro- 
posal to increase the army to full 
strength. The president has power to 
do this * executive order, but with 
congress in session it was deemed 
wiser that congress should act on its 
own motion, 


Reassuring Advices From Mexico. 


The cabinet considered also advices 
from many parte of Mexico, all of a 
reassuring nature. There were no indi- 
cations among. these of any anti-Amer- 
ican feeling because of the determi- 
nation to pursue and capture or kill

Mr. Taft and five of those protesting 
sent a letter stating that they felt 
“under the painful duty to say to you 
that in their opinion, taking into view 
the reputation, .character and profes- 
sional career of Mr. Brandeis, he is not 
a fit person to be a member ot the 
supreme court of the United States.” 

Attitude ef Meldrim. 

Mr. Meldrim wrote that he had been 
invited to approve the nomination, but 
had declined. “My reason for refusing 
to approve,” he said, “was that the 
reputation of Mr. Brandeis at his home 
bar makes him an unfit person to be 
appointed.” 

Both letters were read to the com- 
mittee by Austen G. Fox, attorney for 
the opposition to the confirmation, at 
the reopening of public hearings on 
confirmation. 

William F. Fitzgerald, a Boston brok- 
er, testified that in 1903 Brandeis was 
employed by Towle and Fitzgerald to 
help get proxies to gain control of 
the Old Dominion Copper company.

| clusions: Either that a majority of the citi- 
zens of the community uphold the mob and 
the sheriff is deterred from action through 
political fear, or that the mob itself is so 
strongly organized that the sheriff withholds 


| his effort through fear of personal violence. 
Georgia is indeed unfortunate if, as Mr. 


Slade says, only the “terror of the-law” will 
do any good. We have regarded that as the 
extreme measure, application of which 
should be wholly unnecessary. Members of 
mobs themselves have given from time to 
time as their excuse for summary and ille- 
gal executions of prisoners, the fact of the 
law’s delay through innumerable technicali- 
ties and the uncertainty of ultimate punish- 
ment for those undoubtedly guilty, as has 
been evident in numerous cases where im- 
munity from punishment has been won in 
fights through the courts. 

It is upon this theory that The Consti- 
tution has urged and will continue to urge 
the revision of Georgia laws governing court 
procedure, so that punishment for unques- 
tioned crime may be reasonably swift and 
absolutely sure, to the end that the last 
prop and excuse shall be taken from the 
mob. When this is done Georgia can de- 
mand absolute law enforcement and the 
mob must expect to be put upon the plane 
of the outlaw and the highwayman. 

We shall expect our sheriffs and other 


prosecution of law-breakers to do their full 
duty, regardless of political fears or other 
considerations. But underlying our expec- 
tation and demand upon these officers of 
the law is our duty to reinforce them by 
removing the foundation upon which the 
mob purports to stand. 

When this is done excuse will likewise 
have been removed from sheriffs and court 
officers, and there should be established in 
Georgia that thorough* system of law en- 
forcement in which the state has been so 
sadly lacking. . 


ALL IN THE VIEWPOINT. 
Judging from the ‘furore created by the 
employment of a negro woman in one of 
Boston’s city departments, to work alongside 
white persons, and the apparent necessity 
for her dismissal from that service as a re- 
sult of the stir, even old abolitionist Boston 
does not look altogether with favor upon the 
intermingling of the races upon the same 
plane, in the ball room and the office. 
The Constitution prints elsewhere an edi- 
torial from Hearst’s Boston American, criti- 
cising the Boston official who dismissed 
“Miss” Jane Bosfield because the white em- 
ployees of the office in question objected to 
working in close association with one of the 
negro race. 
Of course, any such interassociation of 
the races: would be impossible in this sec- 


‘tion, in fact, anywhere all the way from 


Maryland through Texas, from the Ohio to 
the Gulf. Distance, tradition and -incident 


one way or another with the Boston attitude, 


be exactly the opposite. But the mere fact 
that the incident calls either for criticism 
on the one hand, or defense on the other, 
indicates that we have, perhaps, misjudged 
Boston, or at least a part of it, after all. 
Evidently there must be some feeling on 
the subject there, else little ar nothing 
would have been said about it. 

The fact of the matter is, it all lies in the 
viewpoint. Racial interassociation upon 
social or business basis is all right for those 
who approve of it, provided, of course, they 
do not seek to impose their views upon those 
of different mind and opinion. 

It is rather a strange thing that the most 
serious negro problem in the country is 
found, not in the south, where the view- 
point is well known and accepted by both 
races, but in those sections in which, like 
Boston, one set of citizens seeks to impose 
its view upon another of wholly different 
opinion. - 

The southern negro knows the solitaire 
white as his best friend. It is to his white 
friend he goes in time of trouble, rather than 
to a member of his own race, because he 
knows he will come nearer getting the as- 
sistance and sympathy he needs. 

And it is the acceptance of southern 
viewpoint and southern sentiment by the 
negro, which has, more largely than any- 
thing else, eliminated the so-called race 
problem here. 

It is reserved for those 8 in 
which sentiment is radially divided, as is 
well illustrated in ‘The Boston American’s 
editorial, to make a real problem of the asso- 
ciation of the races, where otherwise it 
would not exist at all.

“‘Disctimingtion. Which Carries 
Its Own Condemnation” 


(From .Hearst’s Boston American.) 

It ig rather strange that a mere state- 
ment of the facts concerning discrimination 
against Miss Jane Bosfield should not carry 
with it its own condemnation of the ‘action 
of these public officials. However, there 
seem to be a few in the community who 
are not convinced that Dr. Edward French 
Was wrong in discharging Miss Bosfield. 

THE question is whether or not -public 
are free to choose their own company. They, 
just as the colored people, are free so to do. 
THIS IS NOT THE QUESTION: Miss Bos- 
field was not insisting upon injecting her- 
self into private company where she was 
not wanted. As a woman of education and 
refinement and self-respect, she would no 
more have insisted upon going in private 
company where she Was not desired than 
would any white or brown woman. 

The question is whether or not public 
authorities have a right to discriminate 
against a citizen on account of her color 
in public pccupations. It is no answer to 
say that the other employees of the state 
were not willing to associate with Miss 
Bosfield. They did not have to keep their 
jobs if they objected te that impartial ad- 
ministration of the law which gives all citi- 
zens, of whatever color, equal privileges.

Real Rural Credits Wanted to 
Help Farmers Market Crops 


Editor Constitution: The farmers of 


Georgia and of the entire nation need im- 


mensely a system of real rural credits, some- 
thing which will be of benefit to the tenant 
farmers, and which, if worked out on lines 
similar to those of some of the countries 
of Europe, will automatically change, within 
a very few years, the most dependent citi- 
zens of this country into independent, pros- 
perous citizens. Both the democrats and 
republicans realize the absolute necessity 
for such a system, and will, no doubt, 
8 it in their national platforms of 
191 

However, there is one great need for 
which it is not necessary to wait for 
national legislation, the result of which 
would mean untold millions of dollars yearly 
to the farmers of this state. 

What I have waited for for some time is 
to see some leader in political affairs cham- 
pion a state marketing bureau, the duty of 
which bureau will be to handle the produce 
of this state in such a way that a producer 
can afford to offer for sale the thousands 
of dollars worth of farm products which 
are now wasted on account of inadequate 
markéting facilities. 

Let the bureau make contracts with the 
various produce brokers, to handle Georgia’s 
produce at regular market prices, and so 
as to make those contracts binding, have 
these brokers give an indemnity bond, for- 
feitable when they fail to comply -with their 
end of -the contract. 

Let each farmer of Georgia consign his 
produce, no matter how small thé amount, 
to the produce bureau, or, if it seems ad- 
visable, have a branch, say in each congres- 
sional. district, so that freight charges win 
not eat up the profit; concentrate the prod- 
uce at a given point, and from there ship 
to the ble markets in carload lots, which 
will immensely reduce the cost af trans- 
portation. | 

The state legislature can easily work out 
a plan of this kind which will enable Geor- 
gia’s producers to dispose of, for ready cash, 


j anything from one dozen eggs to a car of 


potatoes. : 

All farmers have more or less surplus 
produce which, if ‘they could only get to 
market, they could easily sell, but often 
not having enough to go into the markets 
with under the present system, let it. go to 
waste.

iis ‘era of lynch law, we still have material 
from which, at a pinch, we can seleet. public 
officers who will see to the execution of 
our laws. 

American lynch law originated in com- 
munities devoid of officers of the law. It 
is in such communities it. survives; for to 
denominate such sheriffs as Ezell, of Mon- 
ticello, or Julian, of Salisbury, N. C., as offi- 
cers of the law! would constitute an in- 
excusable misuse of the English language. 
However, although lynching has attained its 
most luxuriant growth in our midst, we 
cannot claim the distinction of having first 
originated it. It was known in England as 
Lydford’s law and in Scotland as Cowper's 
law long before the birth of Charles Lynch, 
of Virginia, to whose name our American 
brand has given undesirable immortality. 
There were possibly epochs in the develop- 
ment of the wild west when it was justi- 
fiable on the ground of the non-existence 
of courts and sparseness of population, as 
has been contended by Roosevelt. Neither 
of these reasons, has. ever existed in the 
south. Statistics show that in the thirty 
years from 1885 to 1915 we lynched approxi- 
mately 3,400 peoples Until reeently Mis- 
sissippi shared with Georgia the right to 
head the list, and for the thirty-year period 
actually lynched more than any otner state, 
334. For 1914 Mississippi led by a margin 
of ten, her record being fifteen to Georgia’s 
five. But in 1915 Georgia forged ahead with 

a total of eighteen, doubling Mississippi and 
‘Kiatatna; her nearest competitors. We now 
hold undisputed front rank. 

Governor Harris, whose administration 
has furnished the background for the most 
spectacular and sensational outbreak of mob 
vidlence our state has so far shown, says 
the legislature has shorn the executive de- 
partment of all power to prevent lynching. 
Inspection of our statutes will show that 
his statement is not without foundation. 
Section 1434 of the criminal code gives the 
governor the right to call out the militia to 
suppress riots and mobs, but authorizes it 
only when application is made by a judge, 
sheriff or mayor to the governor for such 
aid. It then becomes the statutory duty of 
the governor to declare by proclamation a 
state of insurrection in the locality. of the 
disorder. Section 1435, which gave the 
judge, sheriff or mayor the power to call 
out the local militia under circumstances 
where timely application could not be made 
to the governor, was in 1912 repealed by 
the same legislature which imposed upon 
the governor the duty of proclaiming a 
state of insurrection every time he ordered 
the militia out. That misguided bunch of 
lawmakers thereby guaranteed, as far as 
lay in their power, that all future lynching 
fests need have no fear of the state militia. 
What elective officer like a judge, sheriff 
or mayor will jeopardize his job by getting 
his bailiwick declared to be in a state of 
insurrection? We have no lieutenant gov- 
ernor in Georgia. Who will order out the 
militia when the governor is on a trip or 
otherwise out of pocket? And, furthermore, 
what can be done if the governor, either 
from political motives or from cowardice or 
from mistaken judgment should refuse (as 
the statute allows) to issue the call? 

: Mob Abheors Courage. 

The statements of all lynch law apolo- 
gists to the contrary notwithstanding, the 
most essential fact about any mob is the 
rank and thoroughgoing cowardice of its 
members, It hag been shown time and again 
by such sheriffs as Kinkead, of Bayonne, 
N. J.; White, of Spartanburg, S. C., and some 
Georgia sheriffs, whose names I don’t now 
recall, that a mob abhors the look of a gun 
in the hands of a determined peace officer. 
But casting about over the south we find a 
great paucity of peace officers of determi- 
nation; in fact, very few sheriffs worthy of 
that ancient and honorable title. Exactly 
from-this arises the urgent need in Georgia 
of a militia organization in every county 
that can be mobilized on short notice and 
freed from the red tape of Georgia politics. 
This need can be met to a certain extent 
by constitutional amendment and legisla- 
tive enactment, 

Mr. Lpyless has suggested a state con- 
vention for the purpose of debating remedies 
for mob violence. If the convention could, 
by some miracle, eliminate from its delibera- 
tions the copper-lunged exponents of high- 
flown southern oratory, to whom a conven- 
tion is as an oasis in a thirsty desert, some 
good might be done. Such'a meeting would 
be liable, however, to result only in endless 
debates or, at most, in resolutions. In the 
words of the iron chancellor: Not by 
speeches, and not by resolutions of majori- 
ties are the mighty problems of the age to be 
solyed . but by blood and iron.” Here 


is a problem par excellence for blood and 


iron. 

Hitherto the federal government has 
ishment of lynchers. Uncle Sam's only role 
has been to dig down in his pocket for in- 
demnities which have been awarded to fami- 
lies of foreigners killed by our mobs. These 
indemnities already amount to over $250,000. 
Many correspondents have suggested, in let- 
ters to The Constitution, the remedies which 
they consider are best calculated to root 
out the evil. Most of these suggestions are 
worthy of favorable consideration, especially 
those of Mr. Dodson, Judge Hillyer, Farmer 
Duckworth and Mr. Strickland, of the U. S. 
The latter’s card is a fine presentment o 
the views of a man trained in the enforce- 
ment of law—just such a man as we should 
have to replace the majority of our sheriffs. 
But the Rev. Mr. Ledbetter has suggested 
the remedy which is nearest what, I believe, 
will be the final solution of this situation 
in the south, and that is federal interven- 
tion by control of militia. 1 don't think 
federal courts will be given jurisdiction 
over the criminal prosecution of lynchers, 


unless in clashes between them and federal 


militia. But the control of the militia will 

be taken from the state officials and will be 

centralized at Washington. is 
Federal Control Next. 

This move on the part of the federal gov- 
ernment is not only probable and imminent, 
but is actually in process of execution. 
What else is the meaning of the Hay army 
reorganization bill in congress? It was in- 
‘troduced as a war measure, and is primarily 
intended as such. But it will furnish Uncle 
Sam an easy means for keeping order in 
communities where state officers cannot or 
will not enforce the laws. It provides for

ceived here. They have made attacks 
with large forces on the Austrian lines, 
and in each case were repulsed, it is 
declared. 

The official statement says: 

Great combats are developing on the 
Isonzo front. The Italians have at- 
tacked with strong forces, 
pulsed everywhere. 

“At the Tolmino bridgehead the en- 
emy’s activity was limited to lively 
fire. In the Plava section the en- 
emy’s attempts to destroy our obsta- 
cles failed. 

At the Gorizia bridgehead two at- 
tacks against the Doberdo position and 
one attack against the entrenched 
bridge of Lucimico failed, as did like- 
wise several attacks against the Do- 
berdo plateau, 

Near San Martiano the Italians 
stormed seven times. They were re- 
pulsed with heavy losses by infantry 
regiment No. 46.“ 


MINES EXPLODED 
ON BRITISH FRONT. 


London, March 14.—The British of fi- 
cial communication tonight reads: 

“The enemy exploded two mines this 
morning, one southward of La Bassee 
canal, and the other near Nueve 
Chapelle. In one case some damage 
was done to a small salient of our 
trenches. 

Northward of Ypres we carried out 
A successful bombardment of enemy 
trenches. During last night near «the 
Ypres-Roulers railroad our grenadiers 
and machine guns drove off enemy 
3 parties, who -were attempting 
to work in a mine crater,

ITALIANS TAKE 
AUSTRIAN REDOUBT. 


Rome, March 14.—(Via London.) — The 
communication issued by the Italian 
war office today reads: 

“In the Lagarina valley enemy ar- 
tillery showed activity in Ine Rovereto 
zone, doing some da ge to inhabited 
places. Our artillery dispersed enemy 
working parties between Selva and 
Levico, in the Sugan@ valley, destroyed 
enemy defense works on the Cordevole 
height and in the Cortina valley, shell- 
ed transport columns in the vicinity 
of Landro-Reinz and bombarded the 
Toblach station. 

“Along the Isonzo front torrential 
rains and fog have again impeded our 
artillery and it increased the imprac- 
ticability of the ground. However, our 
infantry resumed their attacks with 
success against 2 positions, nota- 
bly on the Sabotino slopes, between San 
Michele and San Martino del Carso and 
eastward of Monfalcone. 

The best results were attained in 
the San Martino zone, where after se- 
vere artillery preparation a Queen’s 
infantry brigade stormed with the — * 
onet and captured a strong redoubt, tak - 
ing the occupants as prisoners. On 
their left other detachments: entered and 
destroyed enemy lines in the neighbor- 
hood of the San Martino church.

of Mytilene between Greek and French 
soldiers. It is said one French soldier 
was killed and another wounded severe- 
ly. French reinforcements were brought 
up and imprisoned the Greeks. 

The commander of the French forces, 
the reports state, hag prohibited fur- 
ther mingling of French and Greek 
soldiers. The Greek government is 
reported to have protested against the 
arrest of the soldiers. 


BITTER ATTACK IS MADE 
ON CANADA SHELL BOARD 


| 

Ottawa, March 14.—A charge that at 
‘least $80,000,000 will be taken im- 
properly from the people of the United 
Kingdom and Canada” through orders 
for shells and fuses placed at exces- 
sive prices in the United States and 
Canada by the Canadian Shell com- 
pany, was made in the Canadian par- 
iament 3 57 William Pugsley, one 
of Sir Wilfrid Laurier’s parliamentary 
lieutenants. The assertion was made 
in the course of a speech supporting a 
resolution offeréd by Sir Wilfred call- 
ing for inquiry by a committee of par- 
liament into the transactions of the 
shell commission. 

Mr. Pugsley asserted that the shell 
commission appointed by the Canadian 
minister of 9 ixed excessive 
and unreasonable prices for shells and 
for other ammunition and goods to be 
furnished the British government and 
that the prices were fixed without 
competition and were far in excess of 
what would have been paid if ordi- 
nary business methods had been pur- 
sued. He charged that orders were 
given to companies in which members 
of the shell commission were largely 
interested and in some cases were the 
directing heads. 

Mr. Pugsley charged also that the 
Canadian minister of militia improper- 
ly consented to the irregular and im- 
proper methods of the shell commis- 
sion and permitted them to continue, 
though having power to put an end to 
them at any time. The reply of the 
government was made by Solicitor 
General Meighan, who refysed to grant 
the investigation on the grounds that 
the charges of Mr. Pugsley were too 
vague and that it would not be in the 
public interests to have the investiga- 
tion conducted during the progress of 


ar. 

Mr. Meighan said the British gov- 
ernment fixed the maximum price 
which the Canadian shell commission 
could allow and added that the prices 
paid in Canada and the United States 
were below fhose paid shell and fuse 
manufacturers in Great Britain.

DID YOU KNOW— 


That Max Carey, left fielder of the 
Pittsburg team, led the National league 
last year in stolen bases, with 36 
thefts, the smallest number to attain 
that honor since Ahe organization of 
the leaghe? Billy Hamilton holds the 
record for stolen bases in the National 
league with 115 to his credit, made in 
1891, while the year previous he stole 
102 bases. No member of the St. Louis 
or Boston club has ever had the honor 
of leading the league in base running. 


That Larry Doyle, who led the Na- 
tional league in batting last year, is 
the first member of a New York team 
to carry off that honor in the last 30 
years? While most every other honor 
has come to various players wearing 
the uniform of the New Tork Giants, 
not a player since 1885 has carried off 
the batting honors. In that year the 
famed Roger Conner led the organiza- 
tion with an average of .371. It was a 
strange coincidence that the Giants, oft 
winner of pennants, and a club gener- 
ally in the first division, should carry 
off the tail-end honors, the year Doyle 
had his big season with the stick. 


That Dave Danforth, who will be a 
member of the pitching staff of the 
Chicago White Sox this season, broke 
the strikeout record for the American 
association last year, when, in a me 
with Kansas City on September 12, he 
struck out 18 men? The former record 
was 17, held by Marty O'Toole and 
made in 1911. Two days later, against 
St. Paul, Danforth whiffed 16. 


ing the last four months of the season 
Danforth averaged practically a strike- 
out an inning in the games he worked, 
a most marvelous record. 


That the Austin team of the Texas 
league broke a world's record in 1914, 
by losing thirty consecutive games? The 
long string of defeats was ally 
brought to an end on July 12, when 
Austin somehow managed to beat Ft.

Berkeley, Cal., March 14.—University 
ot California students have made a 
periodict orbit calculation for the 
comet discovered February 25 by Neuj- 
min in Crimea, it was announced today. 
The 8288 on is the first that has 
been made

and indicates that the comet belongs to 
the Jupiter oup. 

The Comet as 8 observed at Lick 
observatory, on Mount Hamilton, Cal.; 
at the Yerkee observatory, Lake Gene- 
va, Wis., and at the Bamberg observa- 
tory in Germany. It was from these 
observations that the orbit computa- 
tion was made. The approximate 
parabolic orbit had previously been 
computed and announced in tiago, 
Chile.
